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Chamber gets word 
on roadways 


Mayor Ron Harvey and 
City Manager Bob Byron 
were guests at the St. Albert 
and District Chamber of 
Commerce meeting Wed- 
nesday, They came to dis- 
cuss roadways and the City’s 
plans in the near and not so 
near future. They also were 
prepared to field questions 
from the approximately SO 
business people who atten- 
ded the luncheon meeting at 
the St. Albert Inn. 

Chairman Roger Lemieux 
introduced the speakers and 
set a 1:30 p.m. time limit on 
the meeting which meant the 
talk and any questions would 
all have to be handled within 
a half-hour period. As things 
turned out this was plenty of 
time with most of the 
business people present con- 
tent to listen rather than ask 
questions. 

Of particular interest to 
taxpayers in the community 
was Mr. Byron's mention 
that the City would be going 
to the electorate within a 
year to seek approval to 
borrow approximately one 
million dollars. The borr- 
owing would cover the City's 
share of an approximate 
$3,000,000 needed to acquire 
land and construct a roadway 
(149 Street) to connect 
Campbell Industrial Park and 
the St. Albert Trail at 156 
Street, Mr. Byron said the 
City is not currently carrying 
any significant debt in the 


transportation area, (Inform- 
ation was not requested or 
given on the City’s total debt 
through borrowing in other 
areas including the acquisi- 
tion of Campbell Industrial 
Park and the Downtown core 
lands). 

Mr. Byron also said that 
the building of a road 
connecting the industrial 
park east of Akinsdale to the 
St. Albert Trail was ‘absolut- 
ely essential’ to the economic 
health of the community and 
that Campbell Industrial was 
just a forerunner to a major 
industrial complex in the 
area. He added that he had 
reason to suspect the City's 
annexation bid will be app- 
roved by the Local Author- 
ities Board (LAB), 

In response to a question 
by Ray Gibbon, Mr. Byron 
told Chamber members that 
the current ‘Corridor Study’ 
did not preclude a six lane 
highway. The study he said 
would recommend all the 
alternatives. Mr. Gibbons 
then asked if the funding 
arrangements between the 
City and the Province in- 
cluded land acquisition, Mr, 
Byron explained that the 
Province would pay 90% of 
the cost of the Corridor 
through St. Albert and that 
this would include land 
acquisition and the cost of 
the study. The same would 
hold true of the “4 (City) % 
(Prov.) road connecting

West by-pass 


Horner letter 
prompts queries 


The ‘‘West By-Pass Iss- 
ue’’ was a late entry onto the 
council agenda Monday 
night, when Ald. Bill Shields 
moved that a letter from 
Transportation Minister 
Horner to Mayor Harvey be 
received. The letter con- 
firmed that a west by-pass or 
arterial road will be built 
west of the city to reduce 
traffic on Highway 2. Dr. 
Horner said in the letter that 
the road will first be pre- 
cisely aligned through a 
corridor running west of St. 
Albert. Right-of-way will 
then be acquired for de- 
velopment of the roadway, 
connecting with the 170 
Street truck corridor through 
Edmonton. The letter notes 
that such roads have been 
tabbed by-passes. 

A.ld. Shields stated that he 
had a number of questions 
about the Gazette report of 
October 10, and the letter 
from Dr. Horner to Mayor 
Harvey of the same date. He 
then asked the mayor if the 
October 10 letter was the 
extent of the information 


from the Department of 
Transportation. Mr. Harvey 
said that it was.

the law fairly and con- 
tinuously, particularly in the 
pooper-scooper section of the 
bylaw. He said the bylaw 
could only be tried and 
assessed, and then brought 
back to council if it was 
proven unworkable.

She also 
suggested a higher licence 
fee be charged for those with 
a third animal, who do not 
have a kennel licence. 

Ald. Bakker felt that $5 or 
$10 for the licence was too 
little, but Mr. Byron res- 
ponded that it had not been 
the intent to make the cost 
punitive.

Hospital may 


face strike 


The Alberta Hospital As 
sociation recommended Oct- 
ober 12 that its members 
accept the terms of a contract 
agreement with the Cana- 
dian Union of Public Em- 
ployees recently set out by a 
provincial*vonciliation board 
majority report 

It is estimated this agree- 
ment will cost Alberta hos- 
pitals an additional $2.5 
million in total this year. 

However by the deadline 
yesterday, and following a 
meeting of the CUPE nego- 
tiating committee Monday, it 
appears that the hospital 
workers may be heading for a 
strike, which would include 
the Sturgeon General in St. 
Albert. Bill Petrie, CUPE 
co-ordinator for the Province 
said a strike appears certain. 
The committee will recom- 
mend rejection of the con- 
ciliation award. 

The Minister of Labour, 
Neil Crawford, had reques- 
ted both the union and the 
hospital boards to have votes 
taken on the proposed 
agreement and the infor- 
mation in to his office by 
October 17. Results from the 
Boards were in at 4:30 
yesterday, but it is not known 
when the CUPE negotiating 
committee will poll its mem- 
bers, who will be holding 
meetings this week and next. 

‘Actually 1 am quite 
angry"’ said Vern Rheault, 
assistant executive director 
of Employee Relations, **wi- 
th the attitude of the union 
negotiating committee.’’ He 
feels the terms of the 
agreement of a basic six 
percent increase, plus addi- 
tional benefits, and up to 13 
percent for lower job classi- 
fications, is fair and notes 
that it is in line with what 
other hospital workers have 
settled for. Other hospitals 
affected are Fort Saskatche- 
wan, St. Joseph's in Ed- 
monton and the Norwood, 
Lynwood, Angus McGugan 
and Good Samaritan auxil- 
iary hospitals. 

Recommendations in the 
report which suggested a two 
year agreement, included: 

That a six percent salary 
increase, retroactive to April 


1, 1978, be granted in the 
first year of a new contract, 
and that a percentage in- 
crease equal to the percent- 
age increase of the Con- 
sumer Price Index between 
December 1977 and Decem- 
ber 1978 be granted in the 
second year, 

That an increase in vaca- 
tion be granted, The recom- 
mended increase is four 
weeks of vacation after five 
years of service, rather than 
eight years, as set out in the 
previous agreement and a 
total of five weeks of vacation 
after 20 years of service, 
These vacation provisions 
are in line with every other 
union in the province. 

That trades workers re- 
ceive the same salary in- 
creases as those received by 
other workers in the bar- 
gaining unit. Previously, 
trades workers received 95 
percent of local construction 
trades rates as negotiated by 
the Alberta Construction 
Labour Relations Associa- 
tion. 

That an increase in shift 
differential pay be granted, 
retroactive to April 1, 1978. 
The recommended increase 
is 20¢ per hour, from 16¢ per 
hour previously, in the first 
year of the contract. This rate 
will rise to 22¢ per hour in 
the second year of the 
contract. (Differential pay is 
granted workers who work 
the majority of their shifts 
between 3 p.m. and 7 a.m.). 

This C.U.P.E. union gr- 
oup, which represents app- 
roximately 3,800 workers, is 
the only group of unionized 
hospital employees not to 
have settled at a six percent 
salary increase this year. In 
fact, two C.U.P.E. locals in 
Edmonton representing app- 
roximately 1,300 workers, 
have already settled for a 
similar agreement. There are 
some 30,000 workers em- 
ployed in the hospital and 
nursing home fields in Al- 
berta. Nurses, paramedics, 
physiotherapists, dietary 
workers, pharmacists have 
settled at 6 percent, as has 
the Alberta Union of Pro- 
vincial Employees, said Ver- 
ne Rheault, 


In a brief but meaningful 
letter to the city, the St. 
Albert Breakfast Lions have 
asked city council to consider 
purchasing the outdoor 
bandshell located at Lions 
Park. The terse description 
of repairs made to the band- 
shell says much about the 
Lions struggle to keep the 
facility intact in the face of 
rising vandalism. The club 
replaced rotted 2x4’s and 
plywood sheeting. The as- 
phalt shingle roof was 
replaced with one of heavy 
galvanized corrugated steel, 
the ceiling was repaired and 
broken concrete blocks on 
the back wall replaced. The 
club asked that the city 
purchase the bandshell for 
one dollar. 

In moving receipt, Ald. 
Throndson said the letter 
was indicative of the frus- 
tration the Lions felt with 
vandalism. He commented 
the back roof had been 
smashed and that the Break- 
fast Lions were saying 
*‘we've had it right up to the 
neck."’

LET’S START WITH CUPW 


Wouldn't it be great if you could work a 30 hour 
week and still be paid as if you had put in the 
normal 40 hours? That's just one of the 
demands the inside postal workers are insisting 
upon in their current round of contract 
negotiations. To quote from their demands “the 
Employer has a responsibility to postal workers 
and the public to respond affirmatively to the 
Union's proposal for a reduced work week and 
an obligation to do so in a manner which will not 
involve adverse effects such as_ reduced 
income.” 


They would also like rest periods included in the 
collective agreement and more full time help 
hired to ease the workload. 


And to top all this, they would like wage rates 
which would put them in a class with skilled 
tradesmen. Yet it does not take a two, three or 
four year apprenticeship program to train these 
people. In fact, most jobs done by the inside 
postal workers are unskilled in the tradesman or 
any other definition of the term. 


These demands, which equate postal workers 
and tradesmen, are invalidly founded on several 
other grounds as well. Tradesmen receive high 
wages to compensate for hardships that come 
with the territory. Men working in trades do not 
enjoy the job security of postal workers. Their 
work is seasonal and lay offs are an 
occupational hazard. Often, such workers must 
leave their home and families for extended 
periods to practice their trades. Postal workers 
endure none of these trials, so why should they 
receive the same wage benefits? 


Have Canadians learned nothing from the 
experience of Great Britain? Excessive wage 
demands are leading us to economic ruin: 


Are postal workers and others really thinking 
about the effects of strikes on their own general 
well being--including wage loss during the strike 
period--or are they being unduly influenced by 
union leaders who seem to feel their job 
depends on just one attitude -- we want more!! 


Do thdy realize that Canada must be 
competitive in an international market place if 
we wish to lower unemployment and slow 
inflation? If Fitness and Amateur Sports can 
‘sell’ fitness with ‘Participaction’ could not the 
Department of Trade and Commerce ‘sell’ 
international competitiveness with a_ similar 
program? 


The inside postal workers have been black- 
mailing the taxpayers of Canada for years with 
the strike weapon. It's time for the Federal and 
Provincial Governments to take a firm stand on 
strikes in the public sector and put an end to 
this intolerable interference with the already- 
suffering economy.

Council hears 
surprise presentation 


City council was caught off 
guard Monday night and 
ended up hearing an un- 
scheduled presentation of a 
development proposal. Such 
proposals are normally rout- 
ed through the Municipal 
Planning Commission for 
recommendation before co- 
ming to council. Mr. J. 
Skvaril, of Walker, Newby 
Associates appeared before 
council ostensibly to ‘‘clarify 
problems" related to a 
proposed development in the 
Ball Estates. However, shor- 
tly after he made his opening 
remarks, Mr. Skvaril pro- 
duced some architect's dr- 
awings of a new alternative 
for the Ball Estate site. MPC 
Chairman Barry Breadner 
said later it was the ninth 
such alternative presented 
by the firm. 

The site in question is 
bounded by the St. Albert 
Trail, Glen Meadow Cres- 
cent, Greenwood Drive and 
Grandin Road. The ravine 
runs through the property. 
Mr. Skvaril held public mee- 
tings in August to sound out 
public opinion on his firm's 
proposals. The public mee- 
tings were held prior to any 
presentation to the MPC, 
Mr. Skvaril complained of 
poor communications with 
city administration, saying 
that he was not told that the 
area was off limits to mul- 
tiple family housing until 
after his presentation to 
MPC October 11, when the 
Director of Planning, Wayne 
Gordon, informed him MPC 
had rejected his proposal, 
Mr. Skvaril said he should 
have been told before this. 
The MPC's rejection was 
based upon the Ball Estate 
Brief and the General Plan. 

The architect then moved 
quickly into a presentation of 
his newest proposal, which 
still contains a multiple 
housing component. The 
proposal calls for duplexes 
and single family dwellings, 
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Mr. Skvaril said he wished 
the city would consider 
something other than single 
family dwellings and allow 
the company to try some 
innovative urban housing. 
He said the housing he 
proposed would be of a very 
high quality, and said the 
firm for which he worked was 
willing to give up an addi- 
tional strip of land to secure 
the city's permission to pro- 
ceed, The extra land would 
be used for a walkway, he 
said. 

Ald. Breadner commented 
at the conclusion of Mr. 
Skvaril’s presentation that 
MPC had acted as expe- 
ditiously as possible and had 
made no promises when Mr. 
Skvaril came forward to 
inform them of his intention 
to hold a public meeting. 

Mrs. Bakker suggested 
that Mr. Skvaril should be 
given an opportunity to

solicit more public input on 
the question of the housing 
development. She said she 
had seen innovative housing 
in Vancouver and that exten- 
sive public participation was 
needed before it came about. 

‘We're shutting the door 
on innovative housing,’’ she 
said.

“Thissis not shutting the 
door on innovative housing in 
other areas,’’ he stated.

Mr. Byron replied it would 
go up Bellerose Drive and 
might tie into Secondary 
Road 635, but the precise 
staging of the road was not 
known. 

‘What is the timeline for 
Start-up? What are the 
budget implications? Are 
there any figures on it?"’, 
asked Mr. Shields. 

Mr. Harvey replied that 
the process could take four or 
five years, depending on the 
amount of time required to 
acquire the land. 


BIG LAKE AFFECTED? 


Ald. Rod Throndson ex- 
pressed a concern for the Big 
Lake Study Area, saying that 
the location, alignment and 
timing of the road were 
important when planning for 
the area.

Street north. The section 
bordering Campbell Indust- 
rial on the west (an extended 
line from 142 Street in 
Edmonton borders Campbell 
on the east) would be curved 
so as to intersect the St. 
Albert Trail at 156 Street 
where traffic lights would be 
installed. 156 Street is even- 
tually destined for six lanes 
Mr. Byron said. 170 Street 
will also grow to six lanes 
and will underpass the CNR 
mainline to connect with 
Edmonton's arterial in about 
five years, 


EAST BY-PASS 
LONG WAY OFF 


The city manager told the 
meeting that an east by-pass 
around St. Albert could not 
connect to 127 Street in 
Edmonton, It would have to 
connect to a ring road 
surrounding the larger cen- 
tre. A ring road ‘which is 
said to be in the green belt’ is 
15-20 years away he said. 
The city will keep its options 
open on this route and in the 
meantime Highway 2 (St. 
Albert Trail) will serve a very 
useful function. 

Mayor Harvey pointed out 
that ring roads would do 
merchants ‘quite a bit of 
harm’ by diverting traffic 
around the city. He said he 
thinks ‘the corridor will be a 
definite advantage to the 
people of St. Albert.’’ In 
reference to the recent 
Sturgeon Action Commit- 
tee’s protest against the 
corridor the mayor said he 
must consider all the resi- 
dents of St. Albert and not 
just some. He said he had 
lived beside the highway for 
28 years and had no com- 
plaints. A sign warning 
northbound truckers of the 
hill preceding the lights at 
St. Albert Trail and St. Anne 
Street was being erected. 


30,000 VEHICLES PER DAY 


At present 30-31 ,000 ve- 
hicles per day are using the 


St. Albert Trail south of St. 
Albert and 6,500 are arriving 
each day from points north. 
A median separating north 
and southbound traffic plan- 
ned for 1979 has been set 
back to 1980 to allow up- 
grading of 156 Street first. 
Without alternative outlets 
for traffic normally carried by 
the Trail the impact of 
construction of a median 
‘would be an impossible 
situation,"’ said Mr, Byron. 

The design for the up- 
grading of 156 Street, the 
traffic lights at the inter- 
section with the Trail and the 
149 Street alignment will be 
completed this fall ready for 
construction next year. The 
city manager repeated that 
this work was ‘“‘essential to 
the business health of St. 
Albert.” 

St. Albert Trail will even- 
tually underpass 125 Avenue 
when Edmonton completes 
construction of its major 
east-west arterial expected in 
about two years. It is hoped 
that underpassing will not 


merely move the congestion 
a few blocks south to the 
circle at 118 Avenue, be- 
cause motor vehicles will 
make their way east or west 
when they reach 125 Avenue. 

The Trail will retain its 
present four lanes for private 
vehicle traffic plus two 
shoulder lanes for public 
transportation. Within the 
city limits the Trail would 
need to be upgraded to 
handle the additional lanes 
while south of the city it 
would be adequate as is, with 
only line painting needed. 
The six lanes would reach as 
far north as McKenney 
Avenue. 


WEST BY-PASS 


Mr. Byron said the North- 
west Arterial (west by-pass) 
was the most certain possi- 
bility to relieve traffic from 
the north and that until it is 
built, St. Albert will continue 
to have gravel and coal 
trucks passing through. The 
road, he said, was being built

to serve industry. 

The province is presently 
in the process of defining the 
alignment and acquiring the 
right-of-way for the route 
which will connect with the 
Villeneuve Road, McKenney 
Avenue, Riel Drive and likely 
somewhere near Sir Winston 
Churchill Avenue and Levas- 
secur Road. 

When contacted later in 
the week MLA Jamison said 
that work on the south leg of 
the road connecting to Riel 
Business Park will com- 
mence in 1979, It is being 
timed to coincide with the 
upgrading of 170 Street and 
will provide additional in- 
dustrial land for develop- 
ment south of Ricl Business 
Park. When developed this 
will add to St. Albert's badly 
needed tax base he said. 

Mr. Byron said he expec- 
ted traffic will be using the 
road in about five years. The 
major construction obstacle 
will be the bridge crossing 
the Sturgeon River neat 
where Big Lake empties.

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Shortly after the 1977 
School Board elections new- 
comer Jerry Manegre moved 
that the District 3 Board open 
its committee meetings to 
the public. His motion was 
defeated and by the dis- 
cussion it was plain that a 
majority of trustees felt 
public scrutiny would have a 
detrimental effect on the 
committee members willing- 
ness to fully discuss matters 
before them. 

Monday night Mrs. J. 
Anderson, a lawyer with the 
Alberta School Trustees As- 
sociation, met with the Board 
to clarify a section of the 1971 
School Act that deals with 
meetings of the Board. It was 
her opinion that the Act did 
not require School Boards to 
hold committee meetings in 
public although they could of 
course do so if they wished. 
She pointed out that section 
6S 3F did state that minutes 
must be kept of all meetings 
whether held in public or not. 

Trustee Manegre asked 
Mrs. Anderson if any para- 
llels could be drawn with the 
Municipal Act. He said he 
was referring to the case in 
which an Edmonton Journal 


reporter won a court case to

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open Edmonton city council 
committee meetings. Mrs. 
Anderson's answer was that 
School Boards operated un- 
der the School Act inferring 
that there was no parallel. 

Mrs. Anderson told Board 
members that the Board 
could delegate its powers toa 
committee which could then 
declare its meetings open or 
closed as it wished. She said 
the section of the Act dealing 
with the Board’s power to 
delegate its power could 
even be used to delegate 
power to an individual if it 
chose to do so. However, she 
added, if a Board was to 
abuse this power in a manner 
such as this the Provincial 
government would not be 
long in amending the Act. 

This discussion with the 
ASTA solicitor cleared the 
way for Trustee Manegre to 
try once more to open the 
Board's committee meet- 
ings. Later in the meeting 
after Trustee Steve Sieben 
had left he moved that the 
Board's Board Policy Com- 
mittee draft a policy de- 
claring all meetings of Board 
Committees be open to the 
public unless the members of 
the committees chose to 
close them, 

Trustee Ken Porter imm- 
ediately realized that a vote 
for a motion to draft an open 
meeting policy was in effect a 
vote to hold open meetings. 
He asked if the motion might 
be made as a notice of motion 
to give Board members a 
chance to think it over but 
quickly changed his mind 
and said he had no qualms

about supporting the motion. 
Trustee Don Lavoy agreed. 
Mr. Manegre said, ‘‘the 
function of a committee is to 
study in depth ... and mem- 
bers of the public should 
have access to the infor- 
mation that we are making 
some pretty important de- 
cisions on.’' He said that 


often a committee consisting 
of only two members would 
meet and that the other 
members would attend as 
non-voting members. Then 
when the matter comes 
before the Board for a 
decision no one asks any 
questions and the public 
doesn’t really know what 


went on, 

Board Chairman Ann 
Smith had trouble with the 
concept of two-man com- 
mittees being able to decide 
if a meeting was to be closed 
or open, One member might 
say yes and the other no and 
there would not be a third 
and tie-breaking vote. 


The other members of the 
Board did fot feel this would 
be any problem and voted in 
favour of the motion, Chair- 
man Smith opposed; remin- 
ding the other members that 
she was the chairman of the 
Board Policy Committee - the 
committee designated to 
draft the policy. 


Group piano gets rough ride 


Trustees of the Catholic 
School Board supported an 
administrative recommenda- 
tion that a request by the 
Piano Class Teachers to 
provide group piano lessons 
in the district be denied. 
They did, however, agree 
that the teachers should 
apply for use of the schools 
under the Joint Use Agree- 
ment and ask the admini- 
stration of the district to 
discuss this with the teach- 
ers, 

No music teachers are 
presently employed by the 
district although the district 
does meet minimum re- 
quirements of Alberta Edu- 
cation in this area, Super- 
intendent Bilt Zielinski told 
Board members that all 
schools now have music in 
their timetables but he 
wasn't convinced that the 
district had a totally accep- 
table music program. 

The trustees were told 
information suggested par- 
ents overwhelmingly supp- 
orted the program as it is 
now offered by Edmonton

of teachers. 

The administration oppos- 
ed the concept on four 
grounds. Group piano was 
defined as a commercial 
venture by the administra- 
tion and they didn’t want to 
open the doors to a flood of 
similar programs but Trustee 
Ken Porter said the group 
was non-profit and to deny 
them access to the schools 
would be denying children a 
low cost source of music 
lessons. 

Operating during instruc- 
tional time was another 
problem seen by the admini- 
stration and they were 
concerned that it would be 
discriminatory towards adult 
volunteers who presently 
gave their time freely for 
various programs in the 
schools. The group piano 


teachers would receive a fee. 

The main stumbling block 
was the reaction of school 
principals. All were opposed 
to the entire concept. They 
ran into hassles moving 
pianos from room to room 
and some complained that 
every time groups were 
allowed to use classrooms 
articles belonging to stu- 
dents and the district went 
astray. 

Trustees Manegre, Porter 


and Lavoy could not see any 
problems here if the people 
using the piano put it back 
after each use. Yet they did 
support the position that the 
Principals should not have 
the responsibility of super- 
vision and that the Joint Use 
Agreement was probably the 
best approach, 

District 6 is currently 
piloting the project and 
District 3 will await the 
results.

conservation; Visual Arts programs and performing arts. 


HISTORY NEEDS PROTECTION 


Mr. Graff stated that although there had not been a great 
public outcry in the surveys for protection of historical 
resources, the city still has a responsibility in this direction, 

**St. Albert is one of three key historic places in Alberta,” 
he said. ‘‘Can volunteers be asked to bear this burden? 
Perhaps we could hire people in this area.’’ 

Ald. Smith concurred with the recommendations 
regarding historical resources and suggested ‘‘the 
responsibility might be too much for us.’’ 

Mr. Graff added that if historical resources are neglected, 
they cannot be recovered. ‘‘A museum is a quiet kind of 
thing which doesn’t get a lot of enthusiasm. But if we don’t 
protect these things, we'll feel guilty in 10 years time,’’ he 
remarked. 

Continuing the discussion of personnel needs, Mr. Graff 
said that visual arts programs have had a successful history 
here, but that there is a ‘'real problem’’ with the performing 
arts. He stated that expertise is crucial in areas such as 
dance, as there were dangers in having volunteers teach this 
kind of activity. Volunteers could inadvertantly cause 
damage to the feet and posture of young dancers. 


DISCUSS NEED FOR FACILITIES 


The question of new facilities prompted some questioning 
from members of council. Ald. Smith asked if the committee 
had examined existing facilities, and if people might be 
unaware of recently built facilities. Mr. Graff responded 
that lack of awareness was not the real problem, and that 
there was a genuine need for such things as a theatre. He 
commented that St. Albert had no active theatre group for 
this reason, while other communities had thriving theatrical 
troupes. He commented that even enthusiastic participants 
got tired of coping with inadequate facilities which don't 
meet the needs of the activities. 

In response to a question from Mrs. Smith regarding 
private funding of facilities, Mr. Graff said that both private 
and public funding are desirable, but that it is up to 
government to take the first step. 

Ald. Rod Throndson asked if there was any way that 
cultural facilities could break even on operational costs if the 
city picked up the tab for capital expenditures. However, 
Mr. Graff said there was ‘‘no magic answer"’ for this. ‘‘It's 
the same situations as exists with education and school 
facilities,’ he remarked. 

The future role of the St. Albert Arts and Crafts Guild 
concerned Ald, Liesbeth Bakker. Mr. Graff said the Guild 
was not the answer to all visual arts needs, but added the 
Guild should not be separate from other such programs. 

**We have to have a progressive pyramid with both 
emerging professionals and amateurs,’’ he stated. 


PROGRAMS AND PERSONNEL FIRST 


Ald. Shields agreed with a suggestion from Ald. Breadner 
that the committee and council should meet again on an 
informal basis to discuss the report. He also asked if the 
committee had addressed itself to program needs. He was 
told this had been done, and that the first steps to be taken 
were the acquisition of manpower and the development of 
programs. Facilities could come next he said. However, he 
stressed that the provision of facilities must not be put off 
once people and programs were in place, as interest would 
fall off if the facilities were not forthcoming. 

Mayor Ronald Harvey was emphatic in his support of an 
improved cultural climate in St. Albert. He said facilities 
such as the Paul Kane Theatre Arts room were 
unsatisfactory for certain community use and pointed out 
that the city had fallen behind in cultural matters. 

In deciding their response to the report, aldermen 
expressed a wish for further meetings and more information 
on costs. It was decided that the report would be placed on 
the agenda for the next council meeting, so council could 
determine a method for studying it. City staff will prepare 
various models for discussion based on the report's 
recommendations.

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CSAB bylaw amended 


City council addressed 
itself to the question of 
public participation last 
Tuesday night at their com- 
mittee of the whole meeting 
and came up with several 
amendments to the Com- 
munity Services Advisory 
Board bylaw.

Historic college becomes U of A’s 
newest faculty 


Faculte Saint-Jean, form- 
erly College Universitaire 
Saint-Jean, is the University 
of Alberta's newest faculty. 
Prompted by a report from 
the Academic Development 
Committee, General Facul- 
ties Council on March 6, 
1978, approved the name 
change to Faculte Saint-Jean 
The University’s Board of 
Governors on May 5, 1978 
approved the name change 
providing official recognition 
of the University’s newest 
Faculty. 

Faculte Saint-Jean is uni- 
que in that courses are 
instructed almost totally in 
the French language. The 
Faculte differs from other 
Faculties at the University in 
its lack of academic spe- 
cialization, There is no one 
academic discipline studied 
at the Faculte. Instead, 
courses leading to the de- 
grees of Bachelor of Arts, 
Bachelor of Sciences, and 
Bachelor of Education are 
offered. The Faculte does not 
have a graduate student 
program. 

Although Faculte Saint- 
Jean is the University’s 
newest facility it is by no 
means a recent creation. 
Founded in 1908 by Father 
Henry Grandin, Vicar of the 
Missions of Alberta-Saskat- 
chewan, the Faculte had its 
beginning in Pincher Creek 
as a Juniorate of the Oblate 
Order, a seminary where 
future priests came to re- 
ceive instruction, Because 
growth in this remote area 
seemed impossible, the Jun- 
iorate was re-established in 
Edmonton in 1910. In a 
house situated very close to 
the rectory of Saint-Joach- 
im's, three Oblate instruc- 
tors and I1 students carried 
on classes. But again, this 
location was only temporary. 
The next year was a memor- 
able one for the Juniorate for 
it was moved to its present 
location on Strathcona Hill. 
Here the Faculte continued 
as a Juniorate until 1943. In 
1941, the Jesuite College, a 
minor seminary that had 
previously offered French 
language instruction, was 
closed. Prompted by this, the

Oblate Fathers opened their 
doors in 1943 to western 
students so that they might 
receive secondary and post- 
secondary instruction in Fr- 
ench. The Faculte was mod- 
eled after a Quebec style 
classical college and was 
re-named College Saint-Jean 

Since 1943, the Faculte has 
seen a gradual evolution of 
its functions, The secondary 
school aspect of its opera- 
tions was transferred to the 
Edmonton Separate School 
Board in 1972 and the post- 
secondary aspect was inte- 
grated with the University of 
Alberta in 1970. The College 
was renamed College Uni- 
versitaire Saint-Jean in kee- 
ping with this integration -- 
no longer to be considered an 
affiliated college. Then in 
1976, increased costs of 
administration and lack of 
public funds led to the sale of 
the College to the provincial 
government and the subse- 
quent transfer of title to the 
University of Alberta. 

The name change also 
represents a significant mark 
in the historical evolution of 
the institution - from a minor 
seminary to a bilingual and 
bicultural centre for higher 
learning. Today Faculte 
Saint-Jean has an enrolment 
of approximately 190 stu- 
dents. About 25 percent of 
these students live in the 
residence at the Faculte. Last 
year 17 of the Faculte’s 18 
BEd graduates were placed 
in French language teaching 


positions throughout Alber- 
ta. The Dean of the Faculte, 
Frank McMahon, says that 
there is a real demand for 
bilingual teachers in the 
school systems. He also says 
that it is important to get 


across to young people the 
opportunities that a bilingual 
education affords them, es- 
pecially to those considering 
careers in the federal public 
service,

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Enterprise: discovering a teen community 


There are several ways in 
which adults can achieve a 
feeling of community 
shared neighbourhoods, cl- 
ubs, political views and 
business interests. However 
for the teen-ager, a sense of 
community with his fellows is 
more elusive. Caught be- 
tween the chumminess of 
childhood and the fraternity 
of adults, teens often share 
only one attitude -- a sense of 
isolation. The results of this 
alienated feeling take many 
forms, from mild apathy to 
outright hostility. 

St. Albert, like many other 
communities, has its share of 


bored or disaffected teens, 
but something is on the 
horizon which may alter the 
pattern of teen life here. That 
something is Enterprise. 
Enterprise is a newly 
conceived program which 
gives teens an opportunity to 
influence the way they live in 
St. Albert.

The Enterprise youth wor- 
kers will have offices at two 
locations, with two in the 
Teen Centre and one at 
Community Services. All 
three of the workers have 
been involved previously in 
programs for youngsters. 
Jim Miller, an Edmonton 
resident, has joined in the 
effort to replace the Hovel 
coffeehouse and has worked 
on the STOP conversation 
program. He is a Victoria 
Coinposite graduate. Lynn 
Passay, also of Edmonton, 
has worked with youngsters 
in recreation and is a 
graduate of the University of 
Waterloo. Shawn O'Connor

AS 


is a Phs. Ed. graduate from 
the University of New Br- 
unswick. He has worked with 
Boys and Girls clubs and on 
Opportunities for Youth pro- 
jects. 

The whole emphasis of 
Enterprise is on the devel- 
opment of teen potential, and 
the forming of cohesive teen 
community. However, the 
program is based on doing, 
not on passive participation. 
The teens will be the moving 
force in the program's 
direction. They will decide 
programs and discuss their 
financing. Older teens will 
work with younger ones and 
parents can give invaluable 
assistance. The whole sys- 
tem will reflect the adult 
system, but will have teen- 
aged motivation. 

Enterprise should be ready 
to go by January |, and its 
basic format will be presen- 
ted to the schools next week. 
From then on, it will be up to 
the teens to put this innova- 
tive idea into action.

Moby Dick 


Rice production 
just a fish story 


By Vicky Knight 

The timeless tale of Moby 
Dick has all the elements to 
spellbind -- constant danger, 
a fatal obsession, super- 
natural forces, natural fore- 
es, two awesome antagon- 
ists, even a child in peril. As 
Herman Melville told it, it 
was the ultimate power 
struggle. As Orson Welles 
and Randy Maertz tell it at 
the Rice Theatre, it is a mere 
skirmish. 

Director Maertz cannot be 
blamed cvermuch for the 
production’s failures, The 
play itself is fatally flawed. 
Welles has written what 
amounts to a_ theatrical 
curiosity, an intellectual ex- 
ercise. It might serve some 
purpose as a lesson for 
aspiring playwrights -- to be 
taught under the heading of 
‘interesting ideas that didn’t 
work,"’ 

Welles’ play depicts a 
rehearsal of Moby Dick by a 
justifiably reluctant theatri- 
cal troupe, headed up by a 
domineering actor of the 
bravura school. Welles’ rea- 
soning in employing the 
rehearsal device is obscure. 
The only plausible motive | 
can see is that the actors’ 
disparaging comments serve 
as an apology for the obvious 
inadequacies of the stage as 
a vehicle for Moby Dick. The 
whole idea is a conceit. 

rhe problem goes to the 
essence of the story. The tale 
deals with that most basic of 
conflicts: man vs. nature. 
Here is the root of the play's 
imbalance. It's impossible to 
produce such a struggle 
believably with one of the 
contestants missing. Thus, 
we are treated to two acts of 
an immensely forceful, dom- 
inant man and we are asked 
to believe that this awesome 
individual is defeated by a 
force which we can only 
assume is present. We ex- 
perience Ahab, he is there in 
the flesh. The whale, the 
wind and the water are mere 
abstracts. As a_ result, 
Ahab's defeat lacks credi- 
bility.

The special effects people 
tried their damndest to 
convince us that the storm 
and the whale were an 
unbeatable menace. Synthe- 
sizers moaned, the wind 
howled, lightning flashed. 
However, Welles under- 
mines their stalwart efforts 
by calling for the presence of 
technical people in the play. 
This serves only to make the 
natural forces more abstract 
and artificial, and Ahab’s 
defeat more hollow. 

As Ahab, Brendan Barry 
had all the force of a force 
nine gale. His amazing voice 
roars and snaps like the 
thunder, and can change to 
be as subdued as the sea 
before the storm. The agony 
of Ahab is tragically ap- 
parent when Barry admits to 
Starbuck ‘‘you've drilled 
down deep and blasted 
reason put of me."’ The 
language of the play is 
magnificent and as the old- 
school actor, Barry gives it 
life in a way seldom seen by 
contemporary audiences. 

l liked Richard Farrell's 
handling of the Starbuck 
role. Wisely decided not to 
turn the scenes between 
Starbuck and Ahab into a 
roaring contest, Farrell opted 
for a controlled Starbuck. He 
is a man of reason and 
compassion, who feels sym- 
pathy for Ahab's obsession, 
but who is powerless to 
arrest it, The rational meets 
the irrational, and knows 
when he is beaten. However, 
it is his inner tranquility that 
allows Starbuck to reach into 
Ahab's tormented soul, for 
one brief interval. Ahab is 
momentarily becalmed by 
Starbuck's quiet certainty. 

The role of Ishmael is an 
element of the story which 
might have pulled some of 
the confusion together, but 
Allan Habberfield’s inter- 
pretation lacked the strength 
to do it. 

Ishmael is a man with 
memories of events primeval 
beyond most human exper- 
ience. However, | had no 
feeling that Habberfield's

character was a man seared 
by these horrific events. His 
reading of Ishmael’s potent 
and poetic lines put too much 
emphasis on the poetry and 
too little on the power. At 
times, I had difficulty hear- 
ing him. 

The use of the ladder as 
the whaleboat fascinatingly 
effective, but such scant 
properties require extra work 
by the actors. In the scene 
where the crew is straining to 
row, I only saw a few 
straining muscles, and got 
little feeling of the implac- 
able currents working ag- 
ainst the tiny boat. Hands on 
the oars did not grip and in 
some cases they looked 
downright limp. 

Moby Dick Rehearsed is 
an interesting concept, but 
for theoretical purposes only. 
Putting this epic tale on the 
stage is comparable to a 
recent attempt at adapting 
Edgar Allan Poe's **The 
Raven" for the movies -- it 
just won't play.

(b) Get a tape head 
demagnetizer (most hi-fi 
shops sell them), plug it into 
the wall socket, and depress 
the ‘‘on’’ button. You should 
hear a slight hum when this 
is done: then slowly and 
carefully bring the demag- 
netizer near the ‘‘heads"’ 
and the guides and the 
capstan (you should feel a 
slight pull), and making slow 
circular motions, gradually 
withdraw the unit from the 
tape until you are about three

light machine oil, and make 
sure to wipe off excess fluid. 

(d) Get a small blower and 
carefully blow away excess- 
ive accumulation of dust. 
This normally forms on the 
face plate, top and rear of the 
unit. Especially force air 
through the back ventilator 
when the unit is on. This 
procedure helps the internal 
cooling fan to blow out 
interior dust. 

(e) Evenif you are nota 
Whatever you do, do not let 


the demagnetizer touch the 
tape heads, as this results in 
worse problems than before. 

(c) Look into the ‘‘Owners 
Manual" and see if there are 
any oiling points on your 
recorder, If there are, use 
heavy user, it helps to run 
your machine every day, if 
only to activate the ‘‘fast 
forward"’ or ‘‘rewind'’ but- 
tons. If possible ‘‘play’’ it for 
a few minutes. This is of 
special advantage to record- 
ers with rubber pulley belts. 
Unused rubber belts tend to 
**set’’ to a pattern, and this 


might result in excessive 
**‘wow,’” or worse, a visit to 
the service department. 

(f) Always use good qual- 
ity cassettes or tapes for your 
machines. The leader on 
most of them contains special 
tape head cleaner. 

(g) Never place your re- 
corder near heaters, and for 
AC-DC units, in direct sun- 
light. Humidity and steamy 
coffee cups near it won't help 
either, and conclusively, 
covering up the unit after use 
keeps it looking clean and 
new.

William Cameron Town- 
send as a young man selling 
Spanish Bibles in Guate- 
mala, was shaken when a 
Cachiquel Indian asked, “‘If 
your God is so great, why 
can't he speak my langua- 
ge?’’

Since the first Wycliffe 
translators trained in 1934, 
the growing Wycliffe team 
has begun work in more than 
600 languages in 29 coun- 
tries. Fifty language groups 
now have the complete New 
Testament. 

A bigger assignment 
looms. At least 5,687 lan- 
guages are spoken through- 
out the earth and only a 
fourth have even a portion of 
God's Word. Most languages 
have never even been put 
into writing. 

Today 200,000,000 people 
wait for the first verse of 
Scripture in their own lan- 
guage; what John Wycliffe 
said 600 years ago still 
applies: ‘‘Christ and His 
apostles taught the people in 
that tongue that was most 
known to the people. Why 
shouldn't men do so now?"’ 

On April 19, 1967, in the 
Senate of the United States a 
Joint Resolution was made 
authorizing the President to 
issue a proclamation desig- 
nating the 30th day of 
September as ‘‘Bible Trans- 
lation Day"’ and inviting the 
governments of States and 
communities and the people 
of the United States to 
observe such day with 
appropriate ceremonies and 
activities. 

September 30 was chosen 
because that is the day that 
the great Bible scholar, 
Jerome, died in 420 A.D, He 
had translated the Bible into 
Latin, the language of the 
common people of his day. 
His translation became the 
Bible of the Western church 
for the next thousand years.

Not only is Alberta’s food 
good -- and good for you -- 
it's a bargain! Some public 
officials and consumer ad- 
vocates looking for a cause 
may rant about food prices, 
but when they say food is 
high priced, you should ask 
them, compared to what? 
Nowhere in the world do 
people work fewer hours for 
their daily bread -- and meat 
and fruit and vegetables -- 
than on this continent. In 
dear olde England, where we 
know times are bad, a worker 
must labour 1% hours to 
earn enough to buy a pound 
of sirloin steak. In Alberta he 
can do it in less than “4 an 
hour, And in Japan, which 
we admire for its compe- 
tence, a man would have to 
work for over 10 hours to buy 
the same amount of meat.

Soybeans and sorghum 


Two new potential crops 
for southeastern Saskatche- 
wan and southwestern Man- 
itoba, have been tested 
successfully. 

Agriculture Canada's New 
Crop Development Fund 
helped finance a project to 
evaluate the potential for 
growing soybeans and sor- 
ghum in the two provinces. 
King Grain Ltd. of Chatham, 
Ontario, carried out the 


project last summer. 

The company found that 
soybeans and sorghum can 
be grown successfully in 
some southern parts of the 
Prairies if they are planted 
early enough and if there is 
no early frost. Plant breeders 
must now develop varieties 
of the two crops that have 
greater seedling vigor and 
growth ability at low soil 
temperatures.

Continued From Page B-1 
this area of the MD, which 
makes if difficult to get 
around and dangerous to 
travel. Mr. Kluthe hoped 
that 794 would at least 
receive another gravelling 
before freeze up. 

The councillors discussed 
maintenance routes, in spec- 
ific how to cut down some of 
the mileage in some of the 
larger divisions. Reeve Flynn 
suggested that the routes 
should be established irres- 
pective of divisional boun- 
daries. He also felt that the 
MD should look into ob- 
taining some traffic counters 
to monitor traffic on various 
roads in the MD. 

Councillor Van de Walle 
questioned the expenditure 
for such devices, as their 
accuracy would be quest- 
ionable. Council agreed that 
the condition of roads was of 
major concern and that they 
should look more deeply into 
these problems at another 
meeting. 

Reeve Flynn promoted 
another idea that might alle- 
viate some of the torture the 
municipal roads endure. He 
Suggested that gravel be 
stockpiled in the different 
divisions of the MD during 
the winter months, thereby 
cutting out some of the hard 
summer traffic. 

Council also received in- 
formation that letters had 
been sent out to gravel pits 
informing them to check 
loads leaving the pits as 
overloaded trucks could 
result on road bans being 
levied. It is expected that if 
this is properly enforced, the 
roads will not take the 


pounding they have been 
normally used to. 


BEAVER CONTROL 


It was reported that 102 
beavers have been trapped 
so far out of 211 traps set in 
25 locations. Fifteen of these 
locations are now considered 
trapped out. Twenty-one 
dams have been blown, but 
there is an estimated mini- 
mum of 100 dams on the 
Sturgeon River alone. It was 
also reported that the con- 
troller would be moving to 
the Redwater River to do 
some trapping, but he felt 
that there should be more 
trapping on the Sturgeon. 
Council noted that a St. 
Albert man would be trap- 
ping some beaver in a couple 
of weeks, to further aid in the 
control program. Of the 
females trapped, seven of 
them had had their second 
litter. 


FARMER ASSISTANCE 


Council sent a letter to the 
Minister of Agriculture, 
Marvin Moore, asking for 
more assistance for farmers 
in the area due to the large 
amount of rainfall this year, 
that has run havoc with the 
harvest this year.

Soil salinity is a serious 
threat to continued crop 
production on irrigated land 
in southern Alberta. About 
1S percent of such irrigated 
land is considered non- 
productive because of the 
excessive buildup of salts 
that are toxic to plants. 

About three-quarters of 
the lost land is due to 
seepage from irrigation can- 
als and ditches, Dr. Theron 
Sommerfeldt, a scientist at 
Agriculture Canada’s Leth- 
bridge, Alberta Research 
Station, has developed a low 
cost, easy to apply lining that 
shows promise in stopping 
seepage from prairie irri- 
gation canals. 

The lining is made from a 
mixture of an asphalt emul- 
sion, a clay material and a 
wetting agent. It is applied 
by a specially designed 
machine developed at Agri- 
culture Canada’s research 
Station at Swift Current, 
Sask.

A stand of golden-yellow 
flowers stretching to the 
horizon under a cloud-fleck- 
ed, blue summer sky may be 
a subject for artists but for 
Canadian farmers it can 
mean economic trouble. 

It is most common in 
cultivated fields and fre- 
quently forms almost solid 
stands in fields of spring 
cereals. The weed reaches its 
greatest abundance in the 
cultivated fields on the 
Prairies. If left untreated it 
can reduce yields of wheat, 
oats and barley by as much 
as 53, 63 and 69 percent 
respectively. 

Wild mustard is an annual 


with one generation per year 
under Canadian conditions 
and it never overwinters 
here. It is virtually absent 
from land that has not been 
recently disturbed. However, 
when fields; pastures or 
roadsides are cultivated, wild 
mustard plants often appear 
in abundance because of the 
germination of dormant seed 

Even though wild mustard 
is considered to be edible in 
its early stages and its seeds 
may be used to make a 
mustard condiment, the 
seeds may cause serious 
illness, or even death, if 
livestock eat them in large 
quantities, 

Wild mustard is success- 


fully controlled by a wide 
range of herbicides such as 
2.4-D, MCPA, MCPB, di- 
camba, and benazolin. How- 
ever, it continues to be a 
common weed in Canadian 
cereal crops. This is due to 
its effective seed production, 
dispersal and germination 
method and not to the 
development of herbicide- 
resistant strains. 

Another way to control the 
weed is by cultivating the soil 
after the seed has ger- 
minated, However, cultiva- 
tion of infested land is often 
impossible because mustard 
seed usually germinates ab- 
out the same time as annual 
crops. 


Grain and oilseed outlook 


Forecasts of world wheat 
production in 1978-79 range 
from 408 to almost 413 
million tons and world supp- 
lies are expected to be about 
four percent higher than last 
year, reports Agriculture 
Canada. 

Canada's 1978 wheat har- 
vest is expected to be 20 
million tons, slightly more 
than last year. Canadian 
wheat exports are expected 
to be between 14.5 and 15 
million tons this year, down 
from the 1977-78 total of 
about 16 million tons. 

Wheat prices in both 
Canada and the United 
States rose in August and 
early September in spite of 
probably larger world supp- 
lies. U.S. wheat prices and 
the value of the Canadian 
dollar will be important 
factors affecting returns to 
Canadian wheat producers in 


ace Canadian coarse grain 
production for 1978 at 19.7 
million tons, down 12 percent 
from last year. Canadian 
coarse grain exports are 
expected to be similar to last 
year’s, with barley exports 
slightly higher and corn 
exports down significantly 
from the 1977-78 volume. 
World supplies of oilseeds 
and oilseed products are 
expected to increase mod- 
erately in 1978. Demand for 
edible oils and high protein 
meals is not expected to grow 
much during the present 
crop year because of the slow 
growth in the world economy

Oilseed prices will pro- 
bably not change much from 
present levels during the 
remainder of 1978, but may 
come under pressure in early 
1979, 

The Canadian rapeseed 
crop is forecast at 3.4 million 
tons compared to two million 
tons in 1977, However the 
level of world oilseed sup- 
plies, coupled with the slow 
rate of growth of demand will 
limit opportunities to in- 
crease export of the Cana- 
dian crop this year. Rape- 
seed prices should stay near 
their present level for at least 
the first half of the crop year.
